Sullivan mentioned that many reports had come in suggesting that we were 
being subjected to Soviet soft-soaping concerning Vietnam. The Soviets were 
taking the line that they were all for peaceful negotiations, but that the Chinese 
were preventing such negotiations.

Nooter said that we had received good press reports on the economic reforms 
implemented by the GVN. However, the old story of refugee relocation was still 
being pushed around - the New York Times that morning had carried a piece 
stating that the U.S. and GVN had decided to drop the plan to relocate 500 
refugees from I Corps in the southern part of South Vietnam. This story had been 
false to start with. The Times had not printed the letter from AID trying to set the 
record straight.
